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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

I. Species of the embodiment disclosed on page 2, lines 11-28 (claims 1-8, 
and 16-17); in particular, drawn to a method of improving edge rendering of 
objects by modifying a number of pixels located on the common edge 
between the text object and the background object - which is just contrast 
enhancement, and a system (page 4, lines 17-29 (claims 16-17) for carrying 
out the method. 

II. Species of the embodiment disclosed on page 2, lines 29-30, page 3, lines 
1-23 (claims 9-15); in particular, another aspect of invention is disclosed, 
drawn to a method of improving edge rendering of objects by creating an 
inner and outer geometrical boundaries on top of the text and background 
objects, and a system (page 5, lines 1-20 (claim 18)) for carrying out the 
method. 

2. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
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because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art due to their 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic.
